The last two or three twigs carried in 
the box are left protruding from th** 
entrance.

Just why this Is, no student 
of birds has as yet discovered 
Twenty-five days that m other wren 
feeds her young on an average of 
more than on*’ hundred times a day, 
carrying to her children the Insects 
which we regard as pests, but which 
she regards as highly as we do ice 
cream. 
As regarding their food. 98 
per cent of it is animal food. 2 per 
cent vegetable, grasshoppers, beetle*, 
bugs, spiders and caterpillars 
One 
of her favorite and most delic ious a r­ 
ticles of food is the white butterfly 
that produce* 
the 
green 
cabbage 
worm. 
If for no other reason, that 
this pest sheol Id l*e* destroyed, you 
should see that she is furnished with 
nest#.
